August is the time to check over 
the list of important books of the 
summer to see if we are omitting 
any of the “musts” in our read- 
‘ing. Let us look over the fiction 
field first. 


“The Keys of the Kingdom” by A. 
J. Cronin. This is the “big” novel 
of the summer and will probably 
continue to be the important novel 
of the fall. Reviews favorable: No 
question but that Dr. Cronin does 
some of his best writing here. How- 
ever, you will note a kind of un- 
evenness. Technically the book isn’t 
up to “The Citadel,” or “Stars Look 
Down.” Something like $20,000 is 
being spent to advertise this book 
but Cronin’s Father Francis, we 
imagine, will find many sympa- 
thetic readers without the aid of 
advertising. 

“This Above All,” by Eric Knight. 
This novel came out in the spring 
and is still circulating. It has been 
called the “Farewell to Arms” of 
the second world war. 


“What Makes Sammy Run,” by 
Budd Schulberg. One of the few 
novels about Hollywood that has 
really taken hold. It is the real Mc- 
Coy too, as Schulberg is working on 
ome ground. 

“The Captain From Connecticut.” 
By C. S. Forester. If you like sea 
yarns here is your kettle of fish. The 
time is the naval war of 1812. It 
is straight action and adventure 
without any of the gingerbread of 
artiness or psuedo-psychology. 

“Captain Paul,” by Edward Els- 
berg. Those sea captains are popu- 
lar today. This is the story of the 
maval career of John Paul Jones. 
The exciting battle scenes it de- 
scribes have made it a favorite with 
all who like swift moving narra- 
tive in which things happen. 


“Home is Here,” by Sidney Mel- 
ler. This is the novel about Italians 
on San Francisco’s Telegraph Hill. 
It was reviewed in this column two 
weeks ago. 

“Christopher Strange,” by Ruth 
Eleanor McKee. The historical novel 
which does a thorough job of cov- 
ering early California history. This 
was also reviewed a short time ago. 

In the non-fiction group, don’t 
overlook the following: 

“Berlin Diary,” by William L. 
Shirer. We urge you for the third 
time to look into this book. It is as 
important to read ‘Berlin Diary” as 
it is to be defense-minded. As you 
know, Mr. Shirar is now substitut- 
ing over one of the important Sun- 
day night radio programs. In Ger- 
many he had exceptional oppor- 
tunities. He was acquainted with the 
notorious Lord Haw Haw and other 
British-born traitors. He knew three 
Nazi radio broadcasters born in the 
United States. In the occupied ter- 
ritory, he had the opportunity to 
talk confidentially to French, Dutch 
and Belgians. The result of all 
this is set down in the Diary. 

“You Can’t Do Business With 
Hitler,” by Douglas Miller. This is 
first hand experience as Douglas 
Miller on behalf of an American 
trade commission really tried to do 
business with Hitler. Here he tells 
you on the up and up about what 
really happened. Did you know' that 
the American Oil Company had. to 
take 8,000,000 German mouth-or- 
gans in payment for petroleum? 
That an American manufacturing 
concern was forced to accept 200,- 
000 canaries in exchange for a large 
press for making automobile bodies? 
In payment for a motion picture 
film, a Hollywood firm received a 
live hippopotamus. This isn’t a 
Grimm’s Fairy Tale, it is a grim 
true one. Read Mr. Miller’s book 
and see why “You Can’t Do Busi- 
ness With Hitler.” 

“Amazon Throne,” by Bertita 
Harding.

German Advance Perils 
Odessa; Vichy Denies 
Berlin Asks For Dakar

The battle for grain, oil and min- 
eral lands around the Black Sea 
gained momentum today and in- 
creased the threat of new war op- 
erations from the Mediterranean to 
the near east and the Pacific 
Ocean. 

While Russian and German air 
fleets again were striking at each 
other’s capital cities, the Nazi high 
command reported that “rapid” 
pursuit of Soviet forces was in pro- 
gress everywhere in the southern 
Ukraine. 


The communique gave no details 
but the Russians had admitted 
small enemy advances in the wide 
battle area south of Kiev and the 
German threat to the Black Sea 
port of Odessa apparently was in- 
creasing. Elsewhere in the long 
fighting front both sides indicated 
that there had been little change 
in position at the beginning of the 
{eighth week of war except for slight 
Nazi gains south of Leningrad. 

Other threats of war action came, 
however, from the areas which 
would be most directly affected by 

la German triumph in southern 
Russia. 

London reported that Britain and 
Russia were taking “parallel action”’ 
to force German agents from Iran. 

The British had charged that a 
Nazi plot—now frustrated—had been 
discovered in Iran, which lies south- 
east of the rich Caucasian oil area 
of Russia. 

A London newspaper report said 
that Germany was again demand- 
ing naval bases in the French Afri- 
can ports of Bizerte, Algiers, Casa- 

jblanca and Dakar, although Vichy 
continued to deny that any new 
commitments had been made to the 
Nazis. The London radio also claim- 
ed that the Germans were prepar- 
ing the French navy for war ser- 
vice. 

Japan, reportedly ready to strike 
in Siberia if the Russian armies are 
crushed by the Germans in the 
west, was reported in Shanghai to 
have indicated it would refuse to 
permit American ships to carry war 
supplies to Vladivostok.

1,532 Met Death On State 
Roads During First Half 
Of Calendar Year 


SACRAMENTO, (lP)—Deaths from 
traffic accidents in California jump- 
ed 20 per cent for the first six 
months over the same period in 
1940, with a new high of 1532 fa- 
talities, the department of motor 
vehicles announced today. 

The death rate showed a gain of 
262 over the previous period, 

Accidents involving injury or 
death increased 17.4 per cent, with 
22,552 in 1941 and 19,208 in 1940, a 
gain of 3,344. 

The injury figures were 31,840 
for 1941 and 26,754 for 1940, a gain 
of 5,086, a gain of 19 per cent. 

The increases were greatest on 
rural roads, with accidents jump- 
ing 25 per cent, deaths 26 per cent 
and injuries 37 per cent. The de- 
partment warned that an all-time 
high will be established in 1941 un- 
less motorists pay more attention to 
the rules of safe driving.
